The 500 delegates attending the con- 
vention divided themselves yesterday 
afternoon into conference groups for 
discussion or organization problems.

Silk Flag Is Awarded. 


Following President Coolidge’s ad- 
dress at last night’s session, Miss Mabel 
T. Boardman, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, presented a silk Red 
Cross flag to California, through its 
delegate, William H. Avery, as the State 
having the largest percentase of Red 
Cross members in proportion to its 
pepulation. California’s percentage was 
5.4, and its membership 238,353. It 
was announced that the District came 
fourth, with a 4.7. -percentage and a 
membership of 25,365. 

The morning session was opened by 
Commissioner Proctor L. Dougherty, 
who outlined the history of the Red 
Cross movement. James Li. Fieser, vice 
chairman in charge of domestic opera- 
tions of the Red Cross, sketched its ac- 
tivities following Judge Parker's ap- 
_peal for increased membership. 

“Disaster has been the norm this 
vear,” Mr. Fieser said. “We had 77 dis- 
asters in the United States during the 
year, an average of about one every five 
days. During the Mississippi flood we 
had on our hands 17 other disasters 
scattered all over the country.”

The health of the refugees was 
so well guarded that there were more 
births than deaths in the concentra- 
tion camps. A recent medical survey 
of the districts affected shows thai, 
generally speaking, disease is less 
prevalent now than in previous years. 
This affliction may have proved a bless- 
ing in disguise. 

Undoubtedly the people have learned 
lessons Of sanitation and health which 
will not be forgotten. The lands have 
been enriched by deposits of river mud, 
and many of the farmers, supplied 
with a better quality of seeds than used 
before, have been astonished by the 
size of the crops they have been able 
to grow since the waters subsided. New 
buildings will be better than the old. 
These advantages will remain. And, 
finally, we propose to solve the problem 
of flood control so such a situation may 
never again have to be met. In the 
sclution we shall advance our system of 
inland waterways. —

Over 600,000 people have been de- 
pendent on the Red Cross for food, 
clothing and medical assistance. While

Out 
of a crop acreage of about 4,500,000 
which was flooded, 1,622,000 acres have 
been replanted through the assistance 
of the Red Cross. The crops include 
cotton, corn, oats, soy beans, peas, 
wheat, sweet potatoes, alfalfa, and gar- 
den truck. Over 100,000 families have 
been rehabilitated. Now, all except 8 
per cent of the people affected are able 
to provide for themselves.

France Suggests Investigation. 

France now in her latest note sug- 
gests an investigation under Section 
315 of the American tariff law to ascer- 
tain whether or not rates on French 
goods should be lowered and expresses 
readiness, by way of compromise, to 
consider negotiating a treaty if America 
“will not refuse, as it has hitherto done, 
to examine within the limits of its 
own legislatiou ..e just claims of 
French exporters,” 

The note may mean a step toward 
adjustment or it may mean nothing, 
according to whether cr not the re- 
spective governments are ready ulti- 
mately to surrender. The investiga- 
tion under section 315 would deter- 
mine whether in the eyes of the Amer- 
ican Tariff Commission the duties im- 
posed on French goods strike a proper 
balance between cost of production 
at home and abroad and thereby pro- 
tect the American manufacturer. It 
would be the duty of the tariff com- 
missicn to make such an investigation 
irresvectvie of the French note, be- 
cause if the rates are in excess of 
those required to adequately protect 
the American manufacturer then the 
American consumer has a right to 
have the rates lowered. Thus the 
French demand for an investigation 
will be granted as a matter of course. 

But the United States Government 
can not assure France in advance that 
the investigation will ~ssult in lower- 
ing the rates. Indeed, it might even 
raise them. If it

MEXICAN REVOLUTION 


IS ON; TROOPS REBEL

to some talk of a possible revolution 
by those opposing the constitutional 
amendment which permit the reelection 
of Gen. Obregon. When El Universal 
brought these rumors to the attention 
of President Calles recently, the presi- 
dent reiterated his confidence in the 
army leaders and declared emphatically 
that the government was strong enough 
to crush any-revolutionary movement 
and to punish severely any army men 
who might mutiny. ° 


Planes Bomb Rebel Troops. 


Nogales, <Ariz., Oct. 3 (A.P.)—Dis- 
patches to the Nogales Herald today 
told of first shots being fired shortly 
after noon today in the mutiny in the 
ranks of the federal troops of the 
Mexico City garrison. 

Several airplanes of the two squad- 
rons sent out early this morning 
hurled bombs into the ranks of the 
rebelling troops, marching from Mexico 
City in the direction of Puebla. The 
bombs caused an unknown loss of life 
and created havoc in the ranks of the 
followers of Gen. Ignacio Almada, for- 
mer chief of staff of the capital garri- 
son and accused of leading the mutiny. 

Four thousand federals, dispatched 
in pursuit of the mutinous three regi- 
ments this morning, were expected to 
engage Almada’s forces momentarily, 
but up to a late hour today no report 
of an encounter had been received here. 
Between 10,000 and 15,000 soldiers are 
reported patrolling Mexico City follow- 
ing last night’s mutiny. At least 40 
known supporters of Gen. Arnulfo R. 
Gomez, presidential candidate, oppos- 
ing the election of Gen. Obregon, for- 
mer president, have been arrested. All 
dispatches from the capital unite in 
ascribing the revolt to Gomez and the 
opponents of the Obregon “reeleetion- 
ists.” 


Gomez Formally Accused. 


Formal charges of inciting rebellion 
have been preferred against Gomez 
by the war department, according to a 
dispatch which was semiofficial in 
nature. 

The break came without warning and 
without any discontent having been 
manifested, although reports here in- 
dicated that Almada had keen at work 
several days attempting to align all 
twenty regiments of the garrison with 
his movement. Aimada previously 
had been regarded as one of Obregon’s 
stanchest supporters. 

Another dispatch said Mexico City 
was in “a shambles of uncertainty” 
although there had been little violence. 
Several small demonstrations were 
said to have been made when promi- 
nent civilians, accused of being Go- 
mez’ followers, were arrested. There 
were no reports of casualties, how- 
ever. 

With these reports came the an- 
nouncement that Gen. Francisco R. 


state of Sonora, Mexico, had been con- 
firmed this afternoon as undersecre- 
tary of war. Gen. Pablo E. Macias, 
commanding officer of the troops along 
the Mexico-Arizona border, will suc- 
ceed Manzo. Both men are stanch 
Obregonistas. 


Gomez’ Followers Sought. 


Gen. Macias confirméd a report that 
all military leaders had been ordered 
to arrest Gomez’ followers. Another 
report said that Gen. Francisco R,. 
Serrano had been charged jointly with 
Gomez of inciting revolt. 

The federal troops pursuing Almada’ s 
men were said to be commanded by 
Gen. Joaquin Amaro, Mexico’s min- 
ister of war, in person. Amaro is a 
Michoachan Indian and the intimate 
friend of President Calles. 

Reports received here told of dis- 
turbances in Oaxaca and Pueblo 
states, a revolt of Tahumari Indians in 
Chihuahua and troubles in Vera Cruz, 

The belief of officials was that 
Obregon’s strength in a majority of 
the Mexican states would result in 
quick action in dealing with the Al- 
mada mutiny. 

The official report of the war de- 
partment referred to the mutiny as 
“troublesome, but inco uential.” 

Cruz Monroy, leader the state of 
Nayarit of the Serrano-for-president 
party, was assassinated last week, said 
Ladvices reaching here today.

Dawes Stands Well, But There

Aberdeen, 8. D., Oct. 3—Political 
action in South Dakota hinges on the 
way the farmer is thinking. President 
Coolidge has lived here for three 
months and has influenced the State 
in a way that will be felt for years. 
The people are grateful to him and 
trust him. They probably would send 
@ delegation to support him if he 
were a candidate. 

But, underneath, it is felt that he 
has failed to grasp the magnitude and 
intensity of the Middle West farm 
problem. They are waiting to support 
a candidate who comes nearer to their 
views. This man, as things stand to- 
day, is Frank O. Lowden, of Illinois, 
It was Lowden before Coolidge came, 
so that the President’s residence in 
the Black Hills and his contact with 
farmers has not changed the situation 
materially, although it may have in- 
duced a feeling of compromise or 
modification of the specific McNary- 
aig theory of farm relief legisla- 

on. 


Legislation Still Wanted. 


National legislation of some sort that 
Will bring stability to agriculture, place 
it under protection as Eastern industry 
is protected, as the railroad income is 
proected, remains the prevailing 
thought in the State, despite the 
present prosperity brought by .bumper 
crops. It is an attiude of mind that 
is not radical, that is not seeking third 
party action, but is bent on turning 
the Eastern Republicans to this point 
of view. 


The Republican leader of the State, 
Senator Peter Norbeck, is committed to 
farm relief legislation of this sort, as 
is his colleague, Senator William H. 
McMaster. Lowden is the outstanding 
figure among the potential candidates 
to express this sympathy, and, although 
the leaders are not enthusiastic about 
Lowden, they are ready to give him 
the delegation. Senator Norbeck is 
expected to head a Lowden delegation. 

Dawes would come second in this 
State, for the same reason, and might 
even get more support from the poli- 
ticilans if he was an open candidate. 

There is a sentiment for “Hoover 
among business men, but neither he 
nor Hughes would be popular. 


Norbeck for Second Place. 


There has been a suggestion from the 
Hot Springs Star and other sources that 
the delegation be instructed for Nor- 
beck as a way of keeping it safely in 
the senator’s hands.

He recalled the reported deal in 
California whereby Hoover is to let 
Senator Johnson alone and the senator 
is to return the favor, and Hoover at 
the same time is to support the Boulder 
Dam project. 

Well, nothing like this is to be ac- 
complished at the taxpayers’ expense, 
Mr. Madden declared. He said he told 
the President he was against the dam 
and it is not at all improbable that he 
brought in the reference to the Hoover- 
Johnson agreement.

The President’s 
statement has affected the situation, 
it is admitted, but in the view of a 
large number of committeemen the 
fact that Hoover lives in the State 
need not be a bar to its entertaining 
the convention, 

Senator Butler refused to comment 
on the President’s statement. He did 
say, however, that the meeting would 
not consider filling the vacancy on the 
committee from Wisconsin. He expects 
to be here about a week and in the 
meantime will continue to be at home 
to everybody who drops in. 

A delegation from Kentucky, headed 
by Senator Sackett, thought the meet- 
ing might be a good time to get some 
financial support for the party’s guber- 
natorial campaign. With a little as- 
sistance they believe the Republican 
ticket can be elected, which would 
augur well for the national ticket in 
1928. It is indicated, however, that 
no money will be forthcoming from 
the national party coffers.

Mr. Gunderson hitched his weakened 
political fortunes to the Lowden star 
long ago and may seek to control the 
delegation. He has come out in letters, 
accusing the senator of being too 
friendly to the “Eastern interests” and 
being ready to seat Smith and Vare in 
the Senate. Norbeck’s friends say Gun- 
derson is whipped already. 

The Lowden people have not placed 
their campaign in any one’s hands yet. 

Talk of Hughes harks back to the 
ill-starred 1916 campaign, Resentment 
is still felt over the way his special 
train ignored South Dakota crowds that 
had stood in the rain for hours wait- 
ing for the candidate and over the re- 
fusal of Mr. Hughes to_appear before 
patient overflow audiences.

No Knowledge of New York 
' Mayor Being Put Under 
Surveillance Abroad. 


GRAVE MATTER, HE SAYS 


(Associated Press.) 


The State Department authorized to- 
day a flat statement that it had not 
arranged for the movements of Mayor 
Walker of New York to be watched by 
agents of the United States Govern- 
ment during his recent European tour 
and had no knowledge of any such sur- 
veillance on the part of foreign service 
Officials on their own motion. 

The suggestion was made at the State 
Department, however,.that it was pos- 
sible that the embassies or legations in 
countries visited by Maj. Walker had 
felt it necessary to arrange for some 
form of protection in view of the pos- 
sibility of attacks upon him by fanatics 
and in connection with the Sacco-Van- 
zetti antiamerican agitation.

recent trip abroad he was under con- 
stant surveillance were corroborated by 
the chief executive himself. His friends, 
wrought up over the matter, have in- 
timated that the “shadows” were em- 
ployed by political enemies seeking to 
discredit him, but Mayor Walker re- 
fused to comment on this. 


Neither would he disclose the friends [ 


who called his attention to insistent re- 
ports that spies were watching his every 
moment as he journeyed from one 
European city to another.

Taxes for 1919 Fought in 
Federal Court. 


OFFICE OF C. E. HUGHES 
TAKES PART IN HEARING 


Mrs. Kales, Suing U. S. for 
Refund, Opposes Motion 
by Government. 


Detroit, Oct. 3 (A.P.)—Jeopardy as- 
sessaments of additional taxes for the 
year 1919 ievied on former minority 
stockholders of the Ford Motor Co., 
were hot well considered but arose from 
“political venom,” Hal A. Smith, special 
counsel for Mrs. Alice Gray Kales, 
argued today in Federal court here. 
Judge Ben C. Hawkins, of Monroe, 
Iowa, is hearing the suit of Mrs. Kales 
to compel the Internal Revenue Com- 
missioners to return $2,627,309 and in- 
terest which she paid under protest in 
1925 as additional tax growing out of 
the sale of stock of the Ford Motar Co. 

Arguments today pertained to, the 
motion of Herbert Clark, of San Fran- 
cisco, special counsel for the Govetrn- 
ment, asking that all matters pertain- 
ing to estoppal in the plaintifi’s decla- 
ration be stricken out. 


Roper Upheld Return. 


Mrs. Kales contends that David H. 
Blair, Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue, was estopped from reopening her 
1919 tax return because Daniel C. 
Roper, former coOmmissioner had ex- 
amined it and declared it satisfactory. 

Smith in his reference to political 
motive declared Commissioner Blair 
“had the audacity to write to Senator 
James Couzens (one of the minority 
stockholders against whom additional 
tax claims were filed) that there was 
nothing in the Internal Revenue 
Bureau’ to justify the valuation of 
$9,489.34 a share as of 1913. Commis- 
sioner Blair knew this was false,” he 
said. 

Other minority stockholders, includ- 
ing Senator Couzens, took their case 
to the board of tax appeals. The ap- 
peal is still pending. In the hearing 
it was declared that the additional as- 
sessments were aimed primarily at Sen- 
ator Couzens, who, it was said, was 
politically estranged from Andrew W. 
Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury. 
Clark cited in his argument legal de- 
cisions to support his contention that 
Federal officers have no power to per- 
form acts binding their successors, thus 
contending that whatever the action 
taken by Roper, his successor was not 
estopped from reopéning the case. 


Cc. E., Hughes Aids in Case, 


Smith replied “this matter can be 
stricken out only if it was evident on 
the face of the declaration that there 
would be no testimony introduced in 
support of it.” 

The present suit in substance reviews 
the arguments placed before the board 
of tax appeals revolving about the 
valuation placed in 1913 and 1919 on 
the Ford stock by the government. 

Smith is assisted by five attorneys 
from the office of Charles Evans Hughes 
who appeared as counsel in the tax 
hearing. In addition to Clark the gov- 
ernment is represented by A. W. Gregg, 
W. H. Trigg and J. F. Graeny, of Wash- 
ington, and Earl J. Davis, of Detroit.

Michael Arlen, it seems, in the writ- 
ing of his hew play—in premiere now 
at the National—conceived the bril- 
play is &@ 
sight somewhat similar to what .takes 
place every day. in the zoological park. 
He calls his latest work “ Zoo.” * 

‘Since Darwin, the origin of species 
has been an interesting speculation, 
one way or another. Whatever the 
merits of Mr. Arlen’s research work in 
bionomy, this much may be said, and 
without fear of contradiction: He has 
succeeded, amiably -weill, in making a 
lot of monkeys out of a certain number 
of supposedly human beings; all char- 
acters in his play. 

In the coupling of zoology with play- 
wrighting, Mr. Arlen, the much-adver- 
tised Armenian, who, in this play, at 
least, does most of his thinking from 
the English angle, had the able as- 
sistance of an older American play- 
wright, the invincible Winchell Smith; 
for once ih his life out beyond his 
depth. 

So far as technic goes, Mr. Smith 
is the same Winchell who makes the 
wheels go round; but since there are 
no wheels in a monkey cage—or a 
squirrel’s either, for that matter— 
there is nothing much for the tech- 
hician to do save see that the keeper 
comes in every now and then to feed 
the animals. The keeper, of course, is 
Mr. Arlen, who feeds his pets choice 
bon’ mots, of conversation. 

In this particular process of throw- 
ing wise-cracks in the mouths of his 
manni-, or, rather, monkey-kins, Mr. 
Arlen is an adept; but even the feeding 
of peanuts to the elephants becomes 
tiresome to small boys at a circus, after 
a while, and they long to see the big 
show. 

There is no Big Top at “The Zoo” or 
noble animals, such as the lion; noth- 
ing but monkeys. In their man and 
woman forms—not manly or womanly 
—they become exceedingly boresome. 
They are, in the life, John and Olivia, 
&@ husbamd and wife who become -es- 
tranged because John, silly ass, gets 
drunk and falls for the wiles of a vam-

pire. He does not fall, exactly. He 
merely stumbles; but of this misstep 
his holier-than-thou wife makes moun- 
tains, only to hie later on to some 
cone mgt of her own. There is, of 
course, a reptile among the monkeys. 
Enter, then, the snake in the grass— 


rand Victor Marlowe begins mess ng up 


the zoo. This Victor is one of those 
fascinating dogs that women, presum- 
ably, can not resist. He makes love to 
anything or anybody that uses a lip- 
stick; from nursemaids to dowagers. 
Unable to éffect a reconciliation with 
his wife, the distraught husband asks 
The lad does 
—and how. The result is, of course, 
the inevitable. 


Now, in the working of so simple an 
affair as this, the magic touch of the 
Arlen and Smith combination had to 
manifest itself in something more than 
a mere exhibition, so Mr. ith, work- 
ed out a prospective love affair for the 
ardent Victor, throwing across his path 
an innocent young girl, Honor. Mr. 
Arlen, ostensibly, supplied some fire- 
works in the way of epigrammatic 
lines, and “The Zoo” involved itself 
into a fairly fine jungle, with John 
gunning for Victor, Olivia slapping 
Victor’s face in the presence of the 
young girl, calling him “her lover,” 
and a lot more heavily weighted lore of 
theater and literature. All, too, for no 
purpose, So far as the play goes, it 
begins and ends with the idea that 
human nature, after all, is oftentimes 
so much beastiality. 

It would seem by the very nature of 
the characters in “The Zoo” that such 
numbskulls would be unable to foil 
and parry with sizzling, not to say, 
sparkling conversation. Yet, every time 
one of them qpens a mouthpiece the 
golden notes of sarcasm and irony, 
and philosophy, and all the invectives 
and electives of rhetoric come tumbling 
out. Tripping and falling over each 
other, highly polished lines follow in 
rapid succession until “The Zoo” be- 
comes a veritable madhouse, reeking 
with cleverness—and onlookers become 
weary seeing so much sprightliness 
among the monkeys, leaping from 
limb to limb'on the Tree of Knowledge. 

Wallace Eddinger and Roland Young 
are, respectively, the husband and the 
friend—-Miss Irene Browne, the lovely 
lady. They are lost in’ the forest. : 

There may be quite a bit of amuse- 
ment at “The Zoo,” but not much 
drama—a lot of monkey-talk, but no 
action.

Tabloid Drama 


The Morosco Holding Co. made 
its gesture on the local theatrical hori+ 
zon last night, at the Belasco Theater, 
when “Synthetic. Sin,” a new play by 
¥rederic and Fannie Hatton was pre- 
sented to the first nighters. 

Several hundred plays are written 
and produced each season. Some go 
on to everlasting glory, via the stock 
route. Some are stored away in the 
Hall of Fame for future reference but, 
alas, the bulk of this matter finds way, 
eventually, to Kane’s warehouse. With 
“Synthetic Sin,” the old familiar phrase 
may be resurrected: “It won't be long 
now.” 

“Synthetic Sin” is tabloid drama 
written, evidently, for tabloid -readers 
and enacted by a cast whose fortunes 
are, unhappily, cast with an opus of 
inferior dinfensions. Maurine Watkins 
started the ball rolling when she 
penned “Chicago,” the Abie of this class 
of entertainment, and the result of this 
latest craze in the field of playwriting 
has brought to the local boards what 
proves to be a very. shoddy piece of 
work for a season aborning. 

The authors have used for the fabric 
of their piece a somewhat burlesque 
séries of events, or portrayals, of the 
life of the New York gunmen. Briefly, 


the heroine, a lovely little creature, is | 


introduced as a forlorn actress who has 
become identified with a play that has 
flopped—and there’s: irony here—and 
all because she hasn’t the experience 
and hasn’t lived the life emotional. 
Forthwith she decides to do the manly | 
thing ‘and sallies forth from the pre- 
cincts of York, Pa., to the choice lo- 
cality adjacent to New York’s frantic 
West Side. She acquires an apartment 
—meets the hard-boiled gunmen, mur- 
derers, and what not, as a pure clean 
girl just let down from the astral 
heights. There’s the situation—and the 
unfolding of the plot simply elaborates 
on this formula. A somewhat mediocre 
love interest is evident, at times—but 
for the. rest: 
thing wrong with this piece. 


Packers’ Decision 
Opposed in Court 


(Associated Press.) 

Charles E. Hughes, counsel for Swift 
é& Co. and other packers, challenged, 
in the Supreme Court yesterday, the 
validity of the consent decree entered 
in the Supreme Court of the District 
of .Columbia in which they agreed to 
confine themselves exclusively to the 
meat-packing industry. He directed his 
argument almost entirely to the right 
of the Court of Appeals of the District 
to review the decision of the District 
Supreme Court refusing to set aside the 
decree, 

The decree was defended by Assist- 
ant Attorney General Donovan, who de- 
clared that the main qusetion at issue 
was the right of the District of Colum- 
bia Supreme Court to enter the decree. 
He urged the court not to subordinate 
that question to the controversy over 
whether the appeal should be taken 
to the District Court of Appeals or to 
the United States Supreme Court. 


German Property. _ 
Cases Stir Court 


(Associated Press.) 

A spirited fight developed in the 
Supreme Court yesterday over the 
twelve cases instituted by the owners 
of German ships, radio and other mari- 
time property seized during the war to 
obtain compensation. For two terms 
these cases. have been passed. over in 
the hope that legislative relief would 
be forthcoming. They are at the head 
of the regular docket where they 
would be reached for argument next 
week. 

The large German owners yesterday 
asked the court for a further continu- 
ance until next May, based upon the 
prospect of legislation at the coming 
session of Congress, but Germans in- 
volved in the first two of the cases, 
who have since become subjects of 
Denmark, insisted that the court 
should consider the cases when reached 
in regular turn. The court took the 


matter under advisement.

BY SHANG! TROOPS 


Manchurian Force Retreating 
Under Pressure of Severe 
Attacks. 


Peking, Oct. 3 (A.P.)—The important 
city of Kalgan, the largest commercial 
center north of Peking, has been cap- 
tured by Shansi province troops from 
the northerners, official foreign quar- 
ters were advised today. 

The Manchurian troops, which have 
been holding the line against the 
Shansi troops, were reported to be re- 
treating today towards Suanhwafu, 
which is about 20 miles southeast of 
Kalgan on the road from Kalgan to 
Peking. 

The Shansi province troops, who 
have been developing a movement 
which may become a serious threat to 
Peking itself, started in pursuit. 

Evacuation of Kalgan followed a 
series of strong Shansi attacks along 


pressure from the southwest. 
Border Warfare Under Way. 


Tokyo, Oct. 3 (A.P.)—Dispatches to 
the Japanese foreign office indicate 
that actual warfare is under way on 
the border between Shansi and Chihli 
provinces, China, and that the situa- 
tion is becoming more serious as re- 
gards Peking. 

Marshal Feng Yu-Hsiang, formerly 
known as the “Christian general,” has 
apparently reached a close understand- 
ing with Yen Hsi-Shan, the Shansi 
tuchun (military governor), which may 
mean that Peking will be threatened, 
the dispatches say. 

A Peking dispatch to Rengo, the 
Japanese news agency, said Marshal 
Chang Tso-Lin had issued a circular 
telegram urging an immedite attack by 
the Northern Chinese armies against 
the Shansi provincial forces. -This was 
taken as indicating that attemps by the 
Peking government to negotiate with 
the Shansi military governor, Yen 
Hsi-Shan, have been ineffectual. 


Attacks Have Spread. 


Attacks by Yen’s Shansi_ troops 
against the forces of the Northern al- 
liance, headed by the Manchurian war 
lord, Chang Tso-Lin, were reported 
over the week-end to have spread from 
the region northwest of Kalgan, where 
they first broke out, to points on the 
Peking-Hankow Railway. 

Peking dispatches said various North- 
erh generals were hurrying to the capi- 
tal to attend a conference, at which 
they were expected to decide on a dec- 
laration of war against the Shansi gov- 
ernor. 

Meanwhile, for the second time in a 
week, Northern warships have attempt- 
ed to enter the harbor of Shanghai, 
which is held by the Nationalists, who 
have been driving against the North- 
erners in the Yangtse region. 

An unknown number of gunboats 
owing allegiance to Chang Tso-Lin en- 
tered the mouth of the Yangtse last 
night and fired on the Woosung forts, 
which are less than 10 miles from 
Shanghai. They were forced to retire 
by heavy fire from the forts, but their 
shells are reported to have caused con- 
siderable damage in Woosung.

A BETTER LABOR POLICY. 


Substitution of facts for force in wage nego- 
tiations has been recommended by the execu- 
tive council of the Americal Federation of 
Labor. The proposal, if carried into effect, 
may well mark the beginning of an entirely 
new era in the relations between labor and 
capital. It would: mean the subordination, but 
not the abandonment, of the strike weapon 
which the workers have been so prone to use 
in the past, and that would be a welcome re- 
lief to a public which would have revolted 
against industrial terrorism, thinly disguised 
asthe right of the laborer to a living wage. 

The proposal of the federation executive 
council fits in well with its determination to 
shun any alliance with the more radical] ele- 
ments. The strike has been misused by the 
reds. Under its cloak they have been able to 
cause much destruction and gain many con- 
verts. Any labor dispute involving a strike is 
usually a period when reason loses much of 
Sabotage and criminal destruction 
are easily practiced. 

The new policy is one where reason would 
predominate. It is the intention of the federa- 
tion leaders to base future demands upon 
proved statistics of the industry in question. 
Employers have long made use of such 
weapons. They have demonstrated on many 
occasions the economic impossibility of grant- 
ing the demands of the workers. There will 
be occasions, however, when the workers wiil 
be able to show that production costs and 
profits entitle them to further consideration. 
Through the medium of accurate figures they 


will not only further their case during the 


period of negotiation, but be able to present 
to the public logical and cogenf reasons to 
support their position in the event that a strike 
becomes necessary. The new policy will, more- 
over, make arbitration virtually necessary. If 
facts and figures are to be considered it will 
be impossible for the workers to present an 
unjust demand at some critical moment in the 
hope that mecessity will force the employers 
to yield. The proposal should work for the 
good not only of capital and labor but of the 
public, and when industrial relations can be 
put upon such a basis the whole country will 
prosper. 


TRADE WAR A LOSING GAME, 


Some time ago a group of wholesale grocery 
jobbers undertook to boycott a group of cash- 
and-carry jobbers and chain stores. A rather 
sizable trade war was precipitated. The mat- 
ter was brought to the attention of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, which has just an- 
nounced that through its efforts a peace treaty 
has been completed under which the grocery 
jobbers have agreed to call off the boycott, 
thus permitting the cash-and-carry jobbers and 
chain stores to obtain goods in any market they 
choose to patronize. 

Trade warfare is as out of date as the one- 
horse shay, and it is not often that merchan- 
disers of today permit themselves to be drawn 
into commercial conflict. Formerly it was be- 
lieved that the sale of goods at a sacrifice was 
smart practice, provided such a step was em- 
barrassing to competition. Now, however, it 
has become axiomatic that goods sold must 
produce a profit, and that competition driven 
out by trade warfare inevitably springs to life 
again before the merchant who won what he 
considers a victory has had a chance to recoup 
the losses the warfare entailed.

PENNSYLVANIA POLITICS. 

J. Hampton Moore has announced his de- 
termination to continue the fight against the 
Vare organization in Philadelphia. Despite 
the fact that he was defeated by 75,000 votes 
when he sought the Republican nomination for 
mayor, the former representative and munici- 
pal chief executive is going to try again. Tlie 
margin of defeat in the primary and the addi- 
tional handicap of rejected party regularity 
would seem to make the task a hopeless one. 


Not even a fusion of all the votes that Moore 
obtained in the primary and the normal Demo- 
cratic strength could serve even to make the 
result close. 

There is a suspicion that something more 
than the present campaign has persuaded 
Moore. He has in the past been a “regular” 
in all his political ambitions. He was a Penrose 
man when the Pennsylvania leader was ii 
command, but even in moments ‘of adversity, 
which followed the former’s death, he did not 
abandon his Republicanism. In.their survey 
of what may take place after the municipa! 
campaign, Pennsylvania observers have scented 
a desire on Moore’s part to come to the Senate. 
He formed an alliance during the . closing 
stages of the primary fight with Gifford Pia- 
chot. The latter took advantage of the cam- 
paign in Philadelphia to belabor the Vare ma- 
chine and praise Moore for his opposition. 
Now it is hinted that in the struggle for the 
two Senate seats which may have to be con- 
tested simultaneously in Pennsylvania, the 
voters will be asked to send Pinchot and Moore 
to Washington to replace Vare and Reed. 

The possibilities of the situation, of course, 
lie in the fact that the issue will come before 
the voters in a presidential year. An inde- 
pendent movement with Gov. Al Smith as the 
Democratic nominee might, as some Republican 
leaders have already warned, make possible 
the hitherto impossible—Republican defeat in 
Pennsylvania. Party considerations have 
never weighed heavily with Pinchot. His has 
always been in an isolated position. Moore 
now joins him in his exile. Neither would 
object to profiting by the split they helped .o 
create. The office would be sufficient reward 
to them for any destruction they might have 
caused. 


HINDENBURG. 

Germany on Sunday paid remarkable tribute 
to President von Hindenburg upon his eight- 
ieth ‘birthday anniversary. Accounts of the 
ceremonies in Berlin agree that they were a 
tribute to von Hindenburg, the man, rather 
than the soldier or the chief executive of the 
nation. All classes and political factions united 
in the celebration. Royalists vied with repub- 
licans in doing honor to an old man, whose life 
covers great and contrasting periods in Ger- 
many’s history. 

The reason for the affection in which the 
nation holds von Hindenburg is not tar to 
seek. His actions show that always Germany 
has been his first thought. He served his 
country as a soldier to the best of his ability. 
When that period ended he did not, like many 
others of prominence in the war, sulk and op- 
pose the new sedek vt things. He entered into 
the spirit of the republic with the same devotion 
that he had given to the kaiser. He felt that 
the future of Germany was more than that of 
any individual. His services in the past en- 
dear him to those who cling to the old regime. 
His present achievements evoke the admira- 


‘ tion and respect of those who seek the growth 


of the German republic. He embodies the love 
for Germany which is common to all elements 
of his people, and because of that is admired 
by all, 


NEEDS OF THE RED CROSS. 


The Red Cross needs no introduction to the 
American public, because before, since and 
during the war it has been the channel through 
which the sympathies of the more fortunate 
citizens might reach those in distress. There 
was no difficulty during hostilities in finding 


support for this humanitarian organization. | 


National gratitude carried over for a gocd 
many years, so that there was an instantaneous 
response to every roll call. On the basis of 
this popular response the Red Cross has car- 
ried on in order to be ready for any emergency. 
That the need still exists is demonstrated by 
the fact that 77 disasters requiring Red Cross 
aid occurred in the past year. 

The work which the Red Cross has been do- 
ing has taxed its resources. There is a need 
for a generous response this year. It was 
announced at the annual meeting now in ses- 
sion here that 5,000,000 members would be 
required. The cooperation of the business ele- 
ment of the Nation has been pledged by the 
United States Chamber of Commerce. Other 
bodies should give similar support, and general 
public backing is essential. 

It is hard to imagine what the situation 
would be in time of general need without the 
Red Cross. The necessity for organized action 
is never greater than at the moment of general 
confusion that follows some holocaust. The 
Red Cross maintains an organization ready to 
handle any problem of this sort, large or 
small. It is able to operate with a minimum 
of delay, and to get maximum results for the 
money spent, Measured in dollars, the work 
which the Red Cross does could not be done 
by any other agency for twice as much money. 
It is, therefore, only a matter of national econ- 
omy to give the Red Cross such support as 
itneeds. -

BUSES AND TROLLEYS. 


Will the motor bus replace the trolley as a 
means of transportation in the cities? The 
American Railway Association has been look- 
ing into the situation with the view to answer- 
ing.that and similar questions. The inquiry 
shows that while many of the trolley com- 
‘panies have augmented their service by the 
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mous increase in the use of buses by the trolley 
companies. In 1921 only 16 of those com- 
panies employed buses as auxiliaries, or feed- 
ers, for their rail lines, and the number. of: 
vehicles thus used was only 73. In 1927 the 
number of such companies using buses as 
auxiliaries and for the accommodation of travel 
over new lines was 374, with 7,777 of the 
vehicles in use over 16,334 miles of highways. 

While the auto vehicle may be substituted 
for both passenger and freight transportation 
in lieu of existing rail lines over short routes 
and in sparsely populated territory, there ap- 
pears to be no immediate likelihood that there 
will be anything like a general substitution of 
the bus for the trolley in cities. No bus can 
be built under present designs that can be 
crowded with anything like the number of 
passengers who may be “accommodated” in 
one of the cars of the Capital Traction Co., for 
instance, Conductors on that road who are 
experienced have been known to pack as many 
as 175 men and women into a car supposed to 
have been built to carry fewer than 100, and 
with proper encouragement some of these ex- 
perts may easily break that record. 

Buses, especially of the de luxe type, will 
continue to be popular adjuncts to the trolleys, 
and buses are certainly fast superseding steam 
railroads as- well as trolleys in the rural! dis- 
tricts; but with the abandonment of the 5-cent 
fare, formerly the charge in nearly every city, 
the trolley probably will hold its own in city 
traffic, 


A PRECEDENT FOR BRIDE, 


Mr. William W. Bride, corporation counsel 
of the District of Columbia, thinks that he has 
discovered the champion “tightwad”’ in a tax- 
payer who has raised a ‘“‘ruckus’”’ because of 
the discovery that he has been called upon to 
pay to the tax collector exactly one cent more 


than he owes. The unnamed protestant de- 


clined to receive the picayune from the pocket 
of the corporation counsel, but demanded as a 


matter of principle, that the books of the tax 
office be corrected and that the overcharge be 
formally refunded to him. Thus far his de- 
mand has met with no direct response. 

However, Mr. Bride, as a lawyer, shoulu 
look up the precedents. He will find one, at 
least, if he searches in the right place (al- 
though the action of Hall vs. Rich is not of 
record) among the official or private papers of 
the late Squire Isaac Gail, Justice of the Peace 
in and for the Town of Wales, County of Erie, 
State of New York. 

In 1872 or 1878 Rich was collector of taxes 
in that town. Hall’s school tax was $5.04. 
When Rich met Hall, the latter paid Rich $5, 
and Rich suggested that 4 cents remain on his 
books until a more convenient occasion. In 
the meantime the two men fell out over some 
trivial matter which ended in Rich demanding 
“them four cents.’”’ Hall responded with a 
nickel coin and demanded the change. Rich 
replied that he would keep that cent as “‘in- 
trust.”’ Hall declared that-he would sue. Rich 
dared him to do so and the celebrated case to 
whieh Counsel Bride is referred was the result. 
Two juries disagreed, but the third awarded 
judgment for Hall ‘tin one cent damages and 
costs.’’ The old papers of Squire Gail, if still in 
existence, would furnish many valuable prece- 
dents in like cases arising out of supposedly 
In most of them ‘‘prin- 
ciple,’’ and not much “principal,’’ was involved. 


VIRGINIA’S MOTOR TAX. 

Fairfax County stands ready to wage an 
automobile license reciprocity war with the 
Several of her justices 
of the peace have announced that beginning 
next Monday prosecution will be undertaken 
under the section of the State traffic law which 
provides that ‘“‘every nonresident, 


District of Columbia. 


including 


any foreign corporations, carrying on business * 


within this State and owning and regularly 
operating in such business any motor vehicle, 
trailer or semitrailer within this State, shall 
be required to register each such vehicle and 
pay the same fees therefor as is required with 
reference to &ke vehicles Owned by residents of 
this State.’’ 

In the meantime local authorities have writ- 
ten to Richmond requesting information as to 
whether or not automobiles of Washington cor- 
porations, merchants and individuals making 
regular trips across the river will. have to 
bear Virginia license tags, and how long a 
Washington resident may stay in Virginia with- 
out having to purchase a license. The reply 
has not as yet been received. 

If Virginia is directing a campaign against 
her own residents who operate their motor 
cars upon District of Columbia licenses be- 
cause they cost considerably less than the 
State license, there can be no complaint. Such 
motorists clearly evade a just responsibility 
and should be brought to account. If, however, 
Virginia intends to force District residents 
and corporations to license their automotive 
equipment with the State motor vehicle de- 
partment, she is starting something she may 
later regret. 

Thousands of residents of Fairfax and Ar- 
lington Counties work in Washington, driving 
to and from their places of employment in 
machines bearing Virginia licenses only. If 
the State expects to force District motorists 
to purchase her tags, Washington must take 
steps to require Virginians to purchase Dis- 
trict tags if they wish to bring their machines 
into the city. 

Virginia can take her choice. Either she 
can continue to extend to Washington motorists 
the reciprocal courtesies that have obtained in 
the past, or Washington can grant to Virginians 
no better treatment’than is accorded her own 
automobile owners. -

Former G. 0. P. Leader in the 
House Dies in California, 
82 Years Old. 


‘HE PRACTICED LAW HERE 


Altadena, Calif., Oct. 3 (A.P.).—Fu- 
neral services for John Dalzell, known 
for many years as the “father of the 
House of Representatives,” will be held 
in his old home at Pittsburgh, Pa. The 


announcement was made today at the}. 


home of his son, Samuel, where the 
former representative died last night. 
Besides his son, here; with whom he 
had lived the last two years, two others, 
W. S. and R. D. Dalzell, of Pittsburgh, 
and a daughter, Mrs. 
Philadelphia, survive him. 


Mr. Dalzell in the heéy-day of his 
career in the House of Representatives 
made his home in this city and con- 
tinued living at 1605 New Hampshire 
avenue northwest after his retirement 
from public life in 1912. 

Upon his retirement he opened an 
office here where he carried on the 
practice of law, but remained In: 6e- 
clusion from his former friends and 
seldom figured in any matters of pub- 
lic business. He never revisited’ the 
Capitol, where he fought many politi- 
cal battles. 

Dalzell was elected to the House from 
Pittsburgh in 1886 and in the first 
decade of this century not only was the 
right-hand man of the Speaker, but 
with Cannon, Payne and Dingley he 
had come to be one of a “Big Four” 
in supreme command, shaping legis- 
lation with an fron will. 

Dalzell was especially successful in 
shaping legislation in connection with 
tariff bills, but as a member and later 
as chairman of the rules committee 
under Reed, Henderson and Cannon, 
was very influential. 


Mr. Dalzell was born in New York 


City, April 19, 1845, the son of Samuel 
and Mary (MacDonnell) Dalzell, who 
came from County Down, Ireland, in 
1840. He was graduated from Yale ‘and 
admitted to.the bar in 1867, and was 
asked to stand for Congress as early 
as 1882. He was so successful in the 
practice of law, however, that he re- 
fused. His firm, Dalzell, Scott and 
Gordon, represented all leading firms 
of Allegheny County and his fortune 
quickly accumulated. He was 82 years 
old at the time of his death. 


LIEUT. COL. C. C. WINNIA DEAD

Col. Charles C. Winnia, U. S. A., re- 
tired, September 30, at his home in 
Fort Bliss, Tex. 

Col. Winnia joined a regiment of 
Tennessee Infantry at the outbreak of 
the Spanish-American War, and was 
made a lieutenant of cavalry in 1899. 
During the World War he commanded 
the 304th Machine Gun .Battalion of 
the 305th Infantry. He was severely 
gassed in the Meuse-Argonne. He was 
retired with the grade of lieutenant 
colonel in 13920.

Metchnikoff knew of the custom of 
eating soured milk which is so wide- 
spread in the countries around the 
eastern end of the Mediterranean. 
Soured milk and bread are the only 
two foods which keep satisfactorily un- 
der the primitive conditions prevailing 
in that region. The Arab can _ pack 
some water in a bottle and some soured 
milk curd, some dry bread, and some 
dates in his saddle bags, and cut loose 
from his fixed source of food supply for 
a considerable period. Milk is the only 
high protein animal food except dried 
meats which keeps properly under 
those circumstances. The Mediterra- 
nean peoples discovered virtue in their 
necessitiés. Soured foods were found 
to be wholesome. 


T? theory on which Metchnikoff 


Metchnikoff thought he found that 
the promotion of longevity was one of 
those virtues. PMowever, it has not been 
proved that the Bulgarians are a long 
lived people, and, if they are, it has 
not been proved that eating sour milk 
is the only cause or even the principal 
cause of that longevity. Nevertheless, 
Metchniko*’s basic proposition that 
sour milk foods aré good for man and 
beast stands up today. 


Metchnikoff took as his objective 
planting living bacteria of a type which 
makes acid out of what comes along— 
of planting these in the intestines, 
tnaere to live, grow, and multiply, and 
drive ous #1 other varieties. He se- 
lected for the purpose the Bulgarian 
bacillus. Tis bacillus produced plenty 
of acid, an‘ lived in the acid it pro- 
duced, but it was found it would not 
live in the intestines. It was better 
than the ordinary bacilli or soured 
milk, buttermilk, anc cottage cheese, 
in that it produced more acid, but it

was no bette: than these in holding its 
own in the battle of the bacteria in 
the intestines. A better bacillus must 
be found. 


The answer to this demand came in 
the shape of the bacillus acidophilus. 
It is a good acid producer. It lives in 
the intestines of infants; therefore it 
should live in the intestines of adults, 
killing out all unwholesome bacteria. 
On this theory, once the bacillus 
acidophilus is implanted in the in- 
testine, the patient should be able to 


discontinue taking acidophilus milk. 


That‘is the present objective or aim. I 
expect We are on the way, but we have 
not arrived yet. The first step is‘to get 
the real thing when we buy what is sold 
for acidophilus. ". 

Dr. James says We have not yet 
reached that way station. In the sum- 
mer of 1926 he bought 107 samples of 
acidophilus and Bulgarian bacillus 
preparations of various kinds from the 
retail market. He reported-that of the 
107 only 13 produced the species 
claimed on the label in. reasgnably 
pure form and in satisfactoy number. 
Seventy-five others had possible value. 
The others he pronounced worthless as 
representing cultures of the species 
claimed. 


Taking any of many preparations will 
cause a satisfactory laxative action and 
a sense of well-being. But for that 
matter, so will drinking plenty of but- 
termilk or other sour milk. But 
acidophilus, to meet its claims, should 
grow in the intestines. After a few 
doses one should be able to discontinue 
taking cultures. It should be able to 
take care of itself, killing off other 
bacteria.

EAR Jimmy: Among the showiest 
wildflowers in the Eastern States 
a high place is held by the but- 
terfly weed (Asclepias tuberosa) whose 
brilliant orange flower heads blaze up 
like scattered fires during the latter 
part of July.

No, 4. Two Spades. The Queen-10 
five-card Major is quite a bit under the 
strength .which would justify a take- 
out were there no side strength in the 
hand; but the two Kings more than 
make up the deficiency. It is the type 
of hand with which it is advisable to 
give the option. If the No Trumper 
permit the Spade to stand, it doubtless 
will work better than a No Trump; if 
he rebid the No Trump, the Spades are 
fully protected and the two side Kings 
will aid his No Trump.

EW YORK, Oct. 3 (A.P.)—The 
younger alumni of Harvard and 
Princeton, men who have

revealed a definite plan today to 
restore the. breach in undergraduate 
relations between the two univerities 
that followed the annual football con- 
test last fall. 

In an effort to demonstrate to the 
undergraduate bodies the “childishness 
of their attitudes,” former grid heroes 
of the two schools have arranged a 
football game-between alumni of Harv- 
ard and Princeton to take place at the 
Yankce Stadium October 30. The field 
has keen turned over to them for that 
date by Charles C. Pyle, professional 
football promoter. Proceeds of the 
game will be given the Red Cross. 

Spokesman for both bodies of alumni 
asserted ..today that the contest was 
“purely for ‘the sport of the thing in 
the belief that the game might act as 
an opening wedge to restore the breach 
in Harvard and Princeton relations.” 


Stress was placed on the fact 
thet the move was “purely inde- 
pendent of the official bodies of 
cither institution” and had re- - 
sulted from a score or more of 
unofficial ' conferences between 
former football stars seeking a 
remedy for the situation. 


No man will be paid for his services 
on either team and Pyle will have no 
connection with the contest other than 
to allow use of the fleld on a date 
which he hadialready contracted a pro- 
fessional game, it was emphasized.

ITTSBURGH, Oct. 3.—There’s no 
question about this coming 
world’s series being a fight be- 

tween two good ball clubs. Except 
for some unusual percentages of luck 
either way fans may rest assured it 
won’t be one-sided. 

I have been in a position to ,judge 
both pretty thoroughly and I know that 
Pittsburgh has a first-class ball club. 
Make no mistake about that. The 
Pirates are a faster and more attractive 
ball team in their style of play, but 
whether the newness of such an event 
and the strangeness of si roundings 
will have any effect on the younger 
players like the Waner boys is, of 
course, a thing nobody can foretell. 

The Yanks felt the effect of that 
newness to men like Lazzeri, Koenig 
and Combs last fall and there is no 
doubt that they will profit by the ex- 
perience. 

Those are the unforseen sccantistli tiie 
that invariably upset calculations in a 
series of seven games with so much at 
stake. 


But bear thisin mind: The Yanks 
may not be as good a ball club as 
the ease with which they won their 
pennant might indicate. They cer- 
tainly did not have the opposition 
that American League winners have 
faced in years gone by. With its 
present make-uy of teams and 
players it is not as strong as i® for- 
merly was. That has made the 
Yanks stand out more prominently 
than would otherwise be the case. 


A few years ago, for example, the 
American League had some wonder- 
fully effective pitchers. Most of those 
great ones have passed along and °s 
yet their places have not been filled 
by artists of the same caliber. This 
sexson, to bring it closer, great pitchers 
like Walter Johnson and Urban Faber 
had lost so much of their former ef- 
fectiveness that they were not among 
the leades. There are several more 
like them. 

Now, when that sort of defense is re- 
moved or weakened it is easier to un- 
derstand why the Yanks were able to 
step so fast toward the pennant. Many 
of the famous teams with their pitch- 
ing staffs have been broken up. Un- 
questionably the opposition was just so 
strong, 

I had a pretty good line on the Amer- 
ican League pitching last spring when 
the Giants played several of the clubs 
in Texas and on the way North. Our 
batters were able to hit them consist- 
ently. A few of the batters, going so 
good then, crumpled. up against the 
more effective National League pitching. 

That is a strong point to consider in 
analyzing these two clubs that will play 
for the championship. 


There is one angle in favor of the 
Yanks—the improvement of young- 
er players like Lazzeri, Koenig and 
Combs. They have been through 
the grind and know what it means 
now. The nervousness that they 
showed last fall will probably wear 
away. The newness has gone, and 
without it these players undoubt- 
edly have acquired polish, p2rticu- 
larly competitive polish in a critical 
series. 


Another very im rtant angle -s the 
advantage of Miller Huggins over Donie 
Bush, due to his long experience and 
natural ability. Of course, Bush knows 
the American League pretty well, but 
directing a club in a world’s series is 
entirely another matter. 

I expect to see the Yanks get steady 
pitching,, but ‘their strongest man, 
Waite Hoyt, has not been fortunate in 
his last few world’s series games. The 
fact that he has a great year, though, 
may show strongly in work in the big 
games. 

Before going into further detail 1 
teel certain that the public is in for 
a rare treat this year, which means a 
hard-fought series. Very likely the rec- 
ord will be broken for crowds, as the 
Pirates, with their new seats back of 
left field, will be able to accommodate 
many more page a than was the 
case two years a

Detroit, Oct. 3 (A.P.).—One hundred

Mattie Thibos, president and sponsor 
of the rule, were “hiding behind her 
skirts,” for “they wanted the measure, 
but now that it hasn’t met the ap- 
proval of the folks out here they are 
standing behind her skirts and letting 
her take the responsibility for it.” 

Mrs. Thibos sponsored the rule in the 
belief, she said, that short skirts and 
other modern dress were demoralizing 
on the pupils.

SUHEDULED TOMORROW | 


Advocates of Sites Will Be 
Given Hour Each for 
Arguments. 


LONG SESSION PLANNED 


The thorny problem of where to 
locate the farmers’ market after it has 


been moved to make way for the new| 


Internal Revenue Building will be dis- 


cussed at a public hearing in the board 
room of the District Building tomorrow.

TIPPETT IS INDICTED 
ON MANN ACT CHARGE 


F. N. Marston Is Accused of 
Bringing 17-Year-Old Girl

The names of other persons 
indicted on the charges against them 
will be found in the daily legal record 
of The Post.

President Coolidge will speak this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock at the opening 
session of the international radiotele- 


graphic conference at the United Statés 
Chamber of Commerce.

Purposes. of-the conterence 
are to establish uniform § international 
wireless regulations designed to protect 
the public interest, to prevent discrimi- 
nation among users, to insure the sec- 
recy of messages and to allocate inter- 
national frequencies to prevent irfter- 
ference, 

The first business of the session witil 
be a report by Col. T. F. Purves chief 
British delegate, on the administrative 
management of the radiotelegraph sec- 
tion of the International Bureau of the 
Telegraph Union since the last con- 
ference in 1912. 

Delegations from the larger tations 
already had organized last night and 
the smaller missions were prepaiing 
proposals to present to the conference 
in an effort to bring the international 
code up to date. 

During the conference the deiegates 
and their wives will visit the larger 
radio stations in the East. 


Navy Yards Held Due 


George Washington was the prime 
mover in the establishment of navy 
yards at Boston, New -York, Philadel- 
phia, Portsmouth, Va., and Charleston, 
S cC., Secretary Wilbur said yester- 
day.
